THESTUBBORN TURK 


Reply of the Sultan to the 
Powers. 


He Will Not Grant the Reforms 
Which Their Representatives 
Have Requested. 


The Changes That the Porte Would 
Make in the Armenian Situa- 
tion—He Depended on Em- 
peror William.

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 4.—(By At- 
lantic Cable.) The reply of thé Turkish 
government to the notes of the representa- 
tives of Great Britain, France and Russia 
regarding the proposed reforms in Arme- 
nia, has been delivered to the envoys. 
The Porte’s anewer is mot satisfactory. 
The Turkish government does not agree 
to the principle of the control of the pro- 
poeed reforms by. the powers. After re- 
ceiving the reply the envoys of the three 
powers held a meeting, at which they de- 
cided to reter the whole matter to their 
repective governments. 

The situation is serious, as last week 
the British Embassy informed the Porte 
that Great Britain had decided mot to ac- 
cept any modifications of the propositions 
affecting reforms in Armenia, and the rep- 
resentatives of other powers have made 
the same declaration to the Porte. The 
reply of the Turkish government causes 
surprise. It is thought that such an an- 
swer ‘would not have been given without 
encouragement from some Puropean 
power, but the presence of the British 
Mediterranean squadron, consisting of 
seventeen ships, at Beyrout points to an 
agreement between Great Britain, France 
and Russia to force Turkey to comply 
with the demands of the powers, conse- 
quently interesting news may shortly be 
flashed from Beyrout, Syria, where it is 
believed the British fleet will be called 
upon to support the demands of the three 
powera. 

The measures which Great Britain, 
France and Russia insist upon as prelim- 
inary to reform include the appointment 
of a high eommissioner from Armenia, 
general amnesty and release of all polit- 
ical prisoners, the revision of certain judg- 
ments and the appointment of a commis- 
sion to sit at Constantinople, charged with 
the application of the reforms and work- 
ing in concert with the high commissioner. 

It is also demanded by the powers that 
the Governor and Vice-Governors of Van, 
Erzeroum, Sivas, Bitlis, Khartoum and 
Trebizonde be Christian or Mussulman, ac- 
cérding as the population of the places is 
inclined. In case, however, either the 
Governor or Vice-Governor of the places 
named is to be Chrietian the appoint- 


| ment of those officials is to be approved by 


the powers. 

Taxes are to be collected by local and 
not by State officials, and enough is to be 
retained before the money is forwarded to 
Constantinople to provide for the cost of 
local government, as, under the present 
system all tax money ie first sent to Con- 
stantinople and but little of it returns to 
Armenia. 

The powers also propose to compel the 
Porte to make radical changes in the judi- 
cial system in order to imsure fair trials, 
the surveillance of prisons and the aboli- 
tion of torture, and the police is to be 
compored of Turks and Christians equally. 
Finally, the Turkish government is to be 
compelled to strictly enforce the laws 
against compulsory conversions to Islam- 
ism. As already cabled by the Associated 
Press, when the Sultan read the note of 
the representative powers, butlining the 
propoced reforms, he was not unfavorably 
impressed. He had several conferences 
with the foreign ambassadors, and the Aus- 
trian Ambassador urged him to acquiesce 
in the demands of the powers. But it was 
added that at the time the Sultan appeared 
to be counting upon the moral support of 
Dmperor William of Germany, to whom 
he is known to bave sent an autograph 
letter on the subject.

THE TREATY OF PEACE. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Minister Denby 
of China, in a dispatch dated May 25, has 
furnished the State Department a synop- 
sis of the treaty of peace between China 
and Japan. The commercial provisions 
are as follows: 

A new treaty of commerce to be made im- 
mediately after this treaty is ratified, and 
until the treaty is made Japan is 
have favored-nation treatment. Six months 
from the date of the present treaty, April 
5 the following concessions are to take 
effect: 

Firat—The following ports to be opened 
to Japanese trade, residences, industries 
and manufactories: Shin, in Hapei; Chung- 
King, in Sze-Chuen; Suchow, in Kiank-Su; 
Hong-Chow, in Che-Kiang. 

Second—Steam navigation on the upper 
Yang-Tse River from Ichung to Chung- 
King, and on the Woo-Sung River and 
the canal from Shanghai to Suchow and 
Hong-Chow. 

Third—Japanese may rent or hire ware- 
houses for storage of goods in the interior 
of China, free of taxes or exactions. 

Fourth—The Japanese may engage in 
manufacturing, and may import machinery 
at all open ports. 

In a previous dispatch dated April 22, 
Minister Denby states that Vice-Consul 
Bandidnal of New-Obwang territory, still 
occupied by Japanese troops, had received 
a communication from che Japanese author- 
fies, announcing that special commission 
for the port had beet appointed, and that 
commerce would be ecarrfed on with cer- 
tain restrictions usual and essential dur- 
ing military occupation. The customs du- 
ties, fees, etc., levied upon exports and 
imports are to be made the same as pre- 
valled under Chinese rule. 

FORMOSA TRANSFERRED. 

SHANGHAI, June 4—Lord li Fang, 
son of Viceroy Li Hung Chang, and John 
W. Foster, who have been to the island of 
Formosa for the purpose of formally trans- 
ferring it to Japan, according to the terms 
of the treaty, have returned. Foster, in an 
interview, stated that Admiral Viscount 
Kaisayetio, formerly Chief of the Japanese 
Navy Department, has been appointed Gov- 
ernor of Formosa. The formal transfer 
was effected on June 2. Foster will re-

REMARKABLE BOTH FOR ITS 
HEIGHT AND LENGTH. 


So Says the Government Weather 
Bureau Bulletin—Some Figures 
from the Oppressed Cities 
Which Suffered.

WASHINGTON, June (.— The Weather 
Bureau furnishes the following epecial bul- 
letin: “The period of extremely hot 
weather that has prevailed over the east- 
ern portion of the United States during 
the past week has become remarkable for 
its length and for the high temperature 
occurring, the latter in many instances 
exceeding any previously recorded by the 
Weather Bureau during the period between 
May 20 and June 10.” x * 
A table is then given, showing the num- 
ber of days the temperature rose to or 
above 90 deg. during the week ending June 
3 at many eastern, central and southern 
cities. The bulletin continues: “In 
marked contrast to this record of extreme 
heat is the fact that betweén the 13th and 
18th of May, at a great number of stations 
in the foregoing list, occurred the coldest 
weather on record for the month of May, 
with a succession of heavy frosts through- 
out the central and northern half of the 
country east of the Rocky Mountains.”

CHILE RESUMES SPECIE PAYMBPNTS. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Senor Don 
Gana, the new Chileam Minister, has re- 
ceived the following cablegram: 

“Santiago, June 3.—It is very gratifying 
to me to inform you that after seyenteen 
years of the regime of paper money, Chile 
has returned with ‘satisfaction and con- 
fidence to the gold standard: The law is 


in force.

The resumption of specie payments by 
Chile which occurred on last Saturday 
promises to furnish some interesting les- 
sons on coinage legislation. Reports 
from there state that the government 
tried to familiarize the people with the 
new forms of silver and gold coin by get- 
ting out a preliminary issue. These were 
quickly exchanged for the old paper 
money, but as the novelty had worn off 
the people were glad to go back to the 
more convenient form of paper currency. 
Another embarrassment occurred when 


| the government found that the coin was 


being exported in great quantities. The 
specie-paxment law fixed the current ratio 
between the metals at 41 to 1. This 
ignored the current ratio of the world, 
that in the London market at the present 
time being 31 to 1. As a result of this 


| attterence 14 bullion began to flow out 
of Ohile. silver coins were ex- 
ported because the law provides that they 
should contain 444 grains of pure silver. 
Thus both gold and silver were being 
drained out of Chile, so that the govern- 
ment ordered the mints to stop further 
coinage. Under the new law the mints 
began last Gaturday and there is much in-

STLVER’'S PLACE IN CHILE. 
WASHINGTON, June 4.—The Aesoci- 
ated Press cablegram announcing that 
Chiles new currency-convention law 
places that country on a gold basie, cre- 
ated much interest here. Secretary Cruse 
of the Chilean Legation, when asked what 
effect the new law would have, replied: 
“No effect ‘whatever on our bonds or 
outstanding loans, all of which are pay- 
able, principal and interest, in gold. But 
it ~will insure a etabdle currency. It la not 
expected that god will circulate much 
in ordinary commercial transactions. Sil- 
ver will be the medium, ether with 
bank-notes issued substantially on the 
United States system. To carry the provi- 
sions of the new law, the new President 
of Chile is authorized to sell some of the 
government nitrate bonds to procure the 
coin necessary to retire this paper money. 
For three years he ie also authorized 
to coin $10,000,000 of silver annually and 
to negotiate for advances on the purchase 
money of the nitrate beds. Silver will be 
legal-tender up to $50. In sums exceed- 
ing that it will be exchangeable at the 
mints for gold at its market value.” 
DEMOCRATS AT SPRINGFIELD. 
SPRINGFIELD Gn. June 4.—The 
Democratic State convention called by the 
State Central Committee to adopt a policy 
for the party in Illinois upon the money 
question, will convene at noon tomorrow. 
There is every indication tonight that 
every county in the State will be repre- 
sented by its full quota of delegates.

CONVENTION OF THE TRAVEL- 
| ERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


Thirty-two States Represented, With 
a Total Membership of Eleven 
Thousand—Growth of the 
Order.

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.,) June 4.—The 
Travelers’ Protective Association of Amer- 
ica, which was organized at Denver, Colo., 
on June 3, 1890, is holding its sixth an- 
nual convention here. It has had a re- 
markably rapid growth in the last two 
years, beginning with a membership of 
3945 on June 1, 1893, reaching 7052 on June 
5 * and closing with 10,600 on June 1, 


The association is now organized in thir- 
ty-two States and in nimety-eight large 
cities of the United States. It is the only 
national commercial association in the 


United States, which is so thoroughly co- 


hesively and compactly organized that it 
can be utilized promptly and effectually 
for the purpose of protecting and promot- 
ing commercial interests, and at the same 
time maintain an autonomy and individu- 
ality of action in tts State divisions and 
local or municipal posts. It is a commer- 
cial travelers’ organization among whole- 
sale dealers and manufacturers, and this 
combination gives it a most powerful in- 
fluence. It is organized upon the federal 


plan, having a national, a State and a 
municipal government, and its five com- 
mittees on legislation, railroads, hotels, 
press and employment are represented in 
eacn of the State and municipal organiza- 
tions, thereby co-operating systematically 
and with great discipline of effort in work 
for its members and for the general bene- 
fit of commercial interests. 

From the report of its national presi- 
dent, John A. Lee, it is ehown that the or- 
ganization secured an amendment during 
the year just passed to the interstate com- 
merce act, permitting railroads to issue in- 
terchangeable mileage and to give extra 
privileges as to free baggage with such 
tickets, and that through its accident insur- 
ance department more than $11,000 for in- 
demnity claims have been paid, in which 
six death losses were included, 

The total expense of conducting the 
association was only about 10 per cent. 
more than last year, though the average 
membership has been almost double. The 
per capita for the expense fund col- 
lected and now allowed by the consti- 
tution, is $2 per average membership; but 
only $1.75 was expended, being a sav- 
ing of $1.06 per capita as compared with 
last year, and $1.74 as compared with the 
previous year. Nearly $2000 was saved 
— . surplys this year from the expense 
und. 

The indemnities paid during the year 
ending June 1, 1895, were much larger 
than for any previous year in the as- 
sociation’s history. Most fraternal or- 
ganizations compute their expense of con- 
ducting the business of their associations 
upon the st, usually the closing, 
membership. his method is inaccurate 
and misleading. But for purposes of 
comparison, the total expense of about 
$15,627, when divided by the closing mem- 
bership, in good standing, shows that the 
per capita so computed of expense is 
only $1.46 per member; whereas, other 
excellent associations, claiming to be the 
cheapest in the country, but which do 
nothing beyond insurance, show an ex- 
pense account of $1.36 and 1.42% per 


capita, 
Two new State divisions have been 
added during the year, Florida (re- 


organized,) and North Carolina. Twenty 
new posts have been organized, while 
three posts have lapsed, leaving the as- 
sociations with organizations in ninety- 
eight of the principal cities of the United 
States. The entire expense of promot- 
ing the increase of membership was, this 
year, $3163.54, resulting in securing a 
few more than 6000 applications. Last 
year the same fund was charged with 
$4474.75, resulting in securing only 4900 
new applications. 

An amendment before the convention 
to establish a membership or entrance fee 
of from $2 to $5 is being strongly sup- 
ported. 

The morning session of the association 
was taken up with the Credentials Com- 
mittee’s report, showing that thirty-two 
States ‘were represented and that the total 
membership was 11,000. The delegation 
from California was seated and in the 
Louisiana oontest, the New Orleans dele- 
gation was seated. Chairman McCoul of 
the Rates Committee has made material 
progress during the last year in the mat- 
ter of the interchangeable mileage and 
low excess baggage rates. 

The Urion Pacific has issued a mileage 
‘book, good all over its system, at the rate 
of 2% cents per mile. A 2000-mile inter- 
changeable. ticket over the Missouri Pa- 
cific and Cotton Belt systems and the 
Gould roads in Texas is now in print, and 
the Union Pacific, the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company and the Great North- 
ern are interchanging.

Richard Olney. 


President Cleveland Holds Another 
Conference—Senator Gray ~ 


Prospects for Don M. Dickinson of 
Assistant Secretary Uhl to Suc- - 
ceed as Attorney-Gen- 
eral.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—There its no 
longer any reasonable doubt that the 
President has fully determined to ask 
Atty.-Gen. Olney to accept the State De- 
partment portfolio. The President has not 
intimated to Mr. Olney his purpose. To 
other mémbers of the Cabinet, however, 
he has stated in substance that he would 
ask Olney to accept the place. He is de- 
laying the public announcement in order 
that he may at the same time name the 
successor to Olney as Attorhey-General. 

LIATER:—Cabinet officers, after the 
meeting today, said that no appointment 
as yet been made to fill the State Depart- 
ment vacancy. Senator Gray of Delaware 
came over from Wilmington today and 
went directly to the White House. It was 
thought he had connection ‘with the vacant 
Cabinet office. Gray was the most earnest 
champion of the administration in the Sen- 
ate and as a r of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations has become familiar 
with the duties of Secretary of State. 

Senator Gray's visit to the White House 
was undoubtedly in response to à tele- 
gram from the President who, it is be- 
lieved, would not hesitate to offer Mr. 
Gray a place in his Cabinet, were it not 
for the fact that his retirement from the 
Senate would almost certainly result in 
the election of a Republican successor. It 
is thought that up to this time the Pres- 
ident has not definitely settled upon Mr. 
Olney’s successor. A long list of names 
are being discussed, but everything tn that 
connection ia purely epeculative. 

Ex-Postmaster-General Don M. Dickin- 
son, it is said, would be very likely of 
appointment if he would a t. A posi- 
bility is Holmes Conrad of Virginia, the 
present Solicitor-General. He has the rep- 
utation of being a man of brilliant logal 
attainments and enjoys the high regard of 
the members of the Supreme Court. The 
fact that Conrad comes: from Virgtula. 
however, may operate against his. appoint- 
ment. But in case he is selected, it ia 
believed that Uhl, the present Aesistart 
Secretary of State, would be a candidate 
for the vacant Solicitor-Generalship. Whi 
was a candidate for thie place at the time 
Maxwell was appointed, and be- 
lieved that the change from the Depart- 
ment of State to that of Justice would 
be most agreeable to him. 

SKETCH OF HIS CAREER. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—Richard Olney, 
who is now in all probability to be ad- 
vanceed to the first place in President 
Cleveland's Cabinet, has won this distino- 
tion by the able service he has thus far 
rendered the President on all the more 
important questions that have engaged 
public attention since the present admin- 
istration began. During the great strike 
at Chicago his services were particularly 
notable. He developed each step that the 
government authorities took and Presi- 
dent Cleveland was so fully convinced of 
the wisdom of the proposed policy that he 
gave it thorough support and execution. 
In this question, Mr. Olney was impelled 
by a desire to suppress disorder. 

He had shown in another case his sin- 
cere respect for the rights of labor. This 
was in a case of the Reading Raflroad, 
which sought to compel one of its em- 
ployees to either sever his connection with 
a railway men's beneficiary organization 
or leave the company’s service. Although 
the government had no direct interest in 
the case, Mr. Olney secured the permis- 
sion of the court to present a brief on be- 
half of the employee, in which he held 
that the proposed action of the company 
was against justice and right. The brief 
was marked by a vigorous defense of the 
rights of labor to organize in any way 
3 ed advancing its interests so 

as e means were 

the law. 

e new Secretary of State comes from 
sturdy Puritan Stock. His ancestor, 
Thomas Olney, came from England and 
settled at Salem, Mass., in 1735. The 
father of Richard Olmey owned the cotton 
mills at Roxford, and also engaged in 
banking. Hie mother was a Sigourney, de- 
scendant from French Huguenots, who fled 
from France to this country. The new 
Secretary graduated from Brown Univer- 
sity in 1856, and from the Harvard Law 
School in 1858. He married Agnes, daugh- 
ter of Judge Benjamin F. Thomas, with 
whom he studied law. They, have lived of 
late years at Boston with ‘summer resi- 
dences near Buzzards’ Bay and Gray 
Gables. 

Mr. Olney is a man of medium height 
and robust form, and in general appear- 
ance he conveys the impression of intense 
vitality and physical endurance beyond 
that of any man who has occupied the 
position of Secretary of State in many 
yeara. He has served one term in the 
State Legislature in Massachusetts. 

In politics Mr. Olney is an old-time Dem- 
ocrat, but was unable to support Butler 
for Governor. He did nct take part in 
the last Presidential campaign, but ren- 
dered effective service to President Cleve- 
land in an unobtrusive manner. As a 
lawyer his success has been rather that of 
a counsellor than that of an advocate.

A GOVERNMENT INVESTIGATION. 
‘ SAN FRANCISCO, June 4.—The Fed- 
eral government is said to have decided 
to make a thorough investigation of the 
Colima disaster which cost so many lives. 
It is not improbdble that the State au- 
thorities may take a hand in the affair 
and there is already talk of criminal 


proceedings. These, however, are not yet 
a certainty. 


The Federal inquiry will be instituted 
by Talbot and Hillman, the inspectors of 
hulls and boilers. They are watching 
now for the return of the steamer San 
Juan, which is expected to enter this 
port on Friday. As soon as the vessel 
arrives, the third officer, O. Hansen, and 
all the survivors who may be on board, 
will be summoned as witnesses to an 
investigation which will be instituted 
without delay. The inquiry, it is in- 
tended, shall .be thorough in every re- 
spect. 

One of the first questions to be dis- 
cussed in the investigation is the man- 
ner in which the ship was loaded. 
Charges of the most serious character 
have been made, and if there be any 
truth in them, ft will be discovered. The 
most serious allegation in this part of the 
affair is that ship was negligently loaded. 


FORECAST WEATHER. 


A Carrier-pigeon Service to be Es- 

_ tablished on the Farrallones.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 4.—Local Fore- 
cast Official Hammond of the Weather Bu- 
reau will econ establish communication 
between this city and the Farallone Is- 
lands ‘by meams of a flock of carrier- 
pigeons. An anemometer and wind-gauge 
have been recently planted at the islands. 
The instruments will show the true state 
of the atmosphere and the direction of the 
winds, since the islands are twenty miles 
from shore and there are no topographical 
influences to interfere.

STOLEN AMALGAM. 


A Clew Finally Found to the Carson 
Mint Robbers. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CARSON (Nev.,) June 4.—Flo Stewart 
appeared before a police judge this morn- 
ing and swore out a warrant for the ar- 
rest of J. Pickler, with whom she has 
been living. for striking her. The war- 
rant was issued and Pickler arrested and 
placed under $100 bonds to keep the peace. 
Later she came to the attorneys of John 
T. Jones, who is under arrest for being 
responsible for the mint shortage, and 
told them that Pickler had a considerable 
amount of bullion from thé mint secreted 
about his house and hard by.

When 
confronted with this bullion he said it de- 
longed to his brother in Idaho, who sent 
it here to be coined six months ago, but, 
owing to the trouble in the mint, he did 
not dare send it in to be parted. The re- 
covered bullion or amalgam weighed ten 
and one-half pounds. Its fineness is not 
known, but it is thought to be principally 
silver. Pickler said that it was worth 
$300, Dut the officers think it is worth 
more. 


At nightfall the search was abandoned, 
but will be continued tomorrow. The wo- 
man stated that they would find gold 
granulations, but if there were any, Pick- 
ler had disposed of them, as he was 
warned yesterday. She said that Pickler 
had been stealing bullion from the mint 
for some time. Pickler is being watched, 
but has not been arrested for stealing. 
The woman is in hiding for fear he will 
get away and kill her. 

Jones’s attorneys are satisfied that this 

scovery will lead to something tangible 
soon. Pickler was in the melting-room 
under the Garratt administration, several 
years ago,and under Adams, the present 
superintendent, but was not employed un- 
der Hoefer.

THE RAWHIDE MINE. 


Suit of N. F. Cleary for Over One 
Million Dollars. 

SAN FRA'NCISCO, June 4.—A suit grow- 
ing out of the negotiations for the sale 
of the Rawhide mine with other Tuo- 
lumne county mining property and involv- 
ing $1,305,000 has been begun in the Su- 
perior Court by N. F. Cleary, an attorney 
and mining man who represents Saunders, 
Fieldham & Bond of London, New York 
and Chicago. The suit is against W. A. 
Nevills, W. H. Martin and John Ballard, 
who have been restrained by Judge Sea- 
well from selling the Guild gold-mining 
property on which the plaintiff claims to 
— received am option, with an extension 
of time. 

Cleary states that the defendants owned 
the Guild gold-mining company shares, 
aggregating in value $1,000,000 and, cn 
agreement to transfer them to Cleary, 
placed 95,000 shares with the Wells-Fargo 
Bank to await payment of the purchase 
money. ‘An expert examination of the 
mining property was made and as a result 
Cleary received the option on some addi- 
tional property with the purchase price 
fixed at $1,305,000. 

An extension of time on the payments 
is chatmed by Cleary, who says that he was 
to pay $50,000 on July 1 of this year and 
$1,150,000 on August 1. Now Cleary al- 
leges that he defendants are trying to 
get out of the agrements and he has ob- 
taimed from Judge ‘Seawell an order re- 
straining them from making any other 
deal with the property. 

Experts from New York and London in- 
spected the mining property, the Rawhide 
mine and the App, Heslep and Hitchcock 
mines, and they made a favorable report 
on the purchase, after which the owners 
of the property refused to go on with the 
negotiations. In anewer to the complaint, 
very serious eharges of bribery are made 
against Cleary. Nevills alleges that Cleary 
offered him $200,000 to defraud hie part- 
ners, Martin and Ballard, in the approach- 
ing deal and that Attorney Samuel M. 
Shortridge was also approached with of- 
fers of bribery to induce him to influence 


his client, Nevills, to play into Cleary’s 
hands.

NORTHERN PACIFIC. 


Question of Reorganization 
Creates Great Interest. 


American Loan and Trust Company 
Fighting the Oregon Short 


2 Line Case. 


Excursionists Arrive— Special Rates 
to Boston—The Catalina Flyer. 
Work on the Southern Pa- 
cific Pasadena Branch. 


The question of the reorganization of 
the Northern Pacific continues to occupy 
interest in almost all the money centers 
of the world. Especially is this the case 
since “Jim” Hill, of Great Northern fame, 
took a hand in the deal. A dispatch from 
New York last night on this subject adds 
to the interest. It says: Renewed in- 
terest in the Northern Pacific reorganiza- 
tion has been awakened in Wall street 
by the return from Europe of Edward D. 
Adams, chairman of the Reorganization 
Committee. Mr. Adams was not prepared, 
however, to explain just how far the nego- 
tiations for the organization of the North- 
ern Pacific had progressed, nor to what 
extent James J. Hill and the Great 
Northern will be interested in such re- 
organization. 

“He said: ‘I am not ready to talk 
about Northern Pacific matters at pres- 
ent. I was called abroad unexpectedly by 
cable and had a conference in London 
with J. Pierpont Morgan, representatives 
of the Deutsche Bank and the Great 
Northern interests. I went over to Berlin 
and conferred with several separate North- 
ern Pacific companies. All I care to say 
how is that I have returned with full 
authority to continue my work in the 
preparations of a plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company.’ 

“Mr. Adams was in conference nearly 
all day and late last night with counsel 


and other persons identified with North- 
ern Pacific matters.’’ 

ORBGON SHORT LINE TROUBLES. 

OMAHA (Neb.,) June 4.—Unsatisfactory 
as it may de, and against the hopes of 
those in interest, there is a growing feel- 
ing about the Union Pacific headquarters 
that the American Loan and Trust Com- 
pany will, through a separate receiver, 
succeed to the control of the Oregon Short 
Line, Utah Northern and Southern exten- 
sion railroads, now a part of the Union 
Pacific. It has been hoped that Judge 
Gilbert would so modify Judge Sanborn’s 
order in the premises that the representa- 
tives of the consolidated mortgage would 
hesitate about taking upon themselves so 
heavy a burden, but the modification was 
im the nature of strengthening the hands 
of the trustees of the consolidated mort- 
gage, and the hopes of those interested 
have gone down correspondingly as the 
trustees’ interests have arisen. 

In view of this somewhat complicated 
condition of affairs, all eyes are directed 
toward Salt Lake, where the final battle 
is to be fought before Judge Morrill of the 
Territorial Court. Should he include the 
Southern Extension in the order of trans- 
fer, it will put an additional obligation 
of at least $400,000, representing defaulted 
interest, upon succezsor receiver, 
which will have to be paid, in addition 
to the $1,750,000 on the other properties 
composing the Short Line, as it is com- 
monly known. It is contended that in 
equity Judge Morrill, can do nothing less 
than protect the first mortgage interests, 
which are in his court, and to do this he 
will have to ask Mr. Egan, or whoever 
the receiver is to be, to look after non- 
paying as well as paying properties. In 
addition to the amounts named above. 
there will be $425,000 interest due August 
1, which will have to be raised in two 
months from surplus earnings of the sev- 
eral companies included in the Short Line 
It is conceded that the American Loan 
and Trust Company and those associated 
with it, can raise $10,000,000 if necessary, 
to carry out the expressed purpose of 4 
separate receivership. The only thing 
that if left for the officials of the Union 
Pacific, therefore, to base their thoughts 
upon as to the divorcement of the Short 
Line is, Will the American Loan and 
Trust Company undertake so onerous a 
burden as it appears to be from clos’ ex- 
amination of the orders entered by Judge 
Gilbert of the Ninth and Sanborn of the 
Eighth United States District Courts?” 

Those in position to know seem do be- 
lieve that the money will be forthcoming. 

RIGHT-OF-WAY AGENT. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 4.—The direc- 
tors of the San Francisco and San Joa- 
quin Valley Railroad today appointed J. 
R. Wilbur of Stockton right-of-way agent 
for the road. It will be his business to 
hook after rights-of-way and transact all 
business that may arise in that direct'on. 

ROADS TO WITHDRAW. 

ST. LOUIS, June 4.—The Santa Fe and 
Frisco roads have filed formal notices 
of their intention to withdraw from the 
Southwestern Traffic Agsociatfon so soon 
as that notice, under the provisions of 
the agreement, could become effective. 
The roads allege that there has been bad 
faith; that the association has been unable 
to enforce the agreement as to the rates, 
and that, therefore, the association had 
ceased to be valuable.

SUNRISE ON A GLACIER. | 
A Marvelous Scene Witnessed in the @ 


Alaskan Wilds. 


(John Muir in the June Century) 
After we had seen the unveiling of the 
majestic peaks and glaciers that evening, 
and their baptism in the downpouring 
sunbeams, it was inconceivable chat 
ture could have anything finer to show 
us. Nevertheless, compared with what 
was coming the next morning, all that 
was as nothing. As far as we could see, 
the lovely dawn gave no promise of any- 
thing uncommon. Its most impressive 
features were the frostly clearness of the 
sky, and a deep, brooding calm, made ali 
the more striking by the intermittent 
thunder of the bergs. The sunrise we 
did not see at all, for we were beneath 
the shadows of the flord cliffs; but in the 
midst of our studies we were startled 
the sudden appearance of a red light 
burning with a strange, unearthly splenm- 
dor on the topmost peak of the Fair 
weather Mountains. Instead of van 
ing as suddenly as it had appeared, & 


spread and spread until the whole range 


down to the level of the glaciers Was 
filled with the celestial fire. In color 
first it was a vivid crimson, with a thick, 
furred appearance, as fine as the alpem- 
glow, yet indescribably rich and deep— 
not in the least like a garment or mere 
external flush or bloom through whiel 
one might expect to see the rocks oF 
snow, but every mountain apparentiy 
glowing from the heart like molten metal 
fresh from a furnace. 

Beneath the frosty shadows of the flor@ 
we stood hushed and awe-stricken, gaz 
ing at the holy vision; and had we seem 
the heavens opened and God made mani 
fest. our attention could not have bee 
more tremendously strained. When tite 
highest peak began to burn, it did not 
seem to be steeped in sunshine, however 
glorious, but rather as if it had beem 
thrust into the body of the sun itself. 
Then the supernal fire slowly descending, 
with a sharp Une of demarkation separat- 
ing it from the cold, shaded region Bee 
neath, peak after peak, with their spires 
and ridges and cascading glaciers, caught 
the heavenly glow, until all the mighty 
host stood transfigured. hushed 
thoughtful, as if awaiting the coming of 
the Lord. The white, rayless light of the 
morning, seen when I was alone amid 
the silent peaks of the Sierra, had always 
seemed to me the most telling of the 
terrestrial manifestations of But 
here the mountains themselves were 
made divine, and declared His glory i 
terms still more impressive. 

How long we gazed I never knew. 
The glorious vision passed away in 
gradual, fading change through a thou- 
sand tones of color to pale yellow and 
white, and then the work of the tee 
world went on again in every-day beauty. 
The green waters of the flord were filled 
with sun-spangles; with the upspringing 
breeze the fleet of icebergs set forth 
on their voyages: and on the innumerable 
mirrors and prisms of these bergs, and 
of those of the shattered crystal ae 
of the glaciers. common white light an@ 
rainbow light began to glow, while the 
mountains, changing to stone, put on thelr 
frosty jewelry, and loomed again in the 
thin azure of serene terrestrial majesty, 
We turned and sailed away, joining tie 
outgoing bergs, while “Gloria in eee 
sis still seemed to be sounding over

TAXATION OF BONDS. A decision of 
much importance to bondholders was made 
by Judge Dangerfield in San Francisco a 
few days ago. The decision was in the 
case of taxes paid under protest by the 
estate of Theresa Fair, involving the re- 
turn by the city of about $19,000. The fol- 
lowing are particulars of the case as re- 
ported by the San Francisco Call: 

“About one and a half or two years ago 
suit was commenced by the estate of 
Theresa Fair, deceased, against the city 
and county of San Francisco to recover 
about $30,000 of taxes paid to the city 
and county under protest as provided and 
permitted by act of Legislature of this 
State. The assessment was on some bonds 
belonging to the tate. The bonds were 
iesued by a corporation incorporated in a 
State other than California, the company 
issuing the bonds doing business in the 
State in which it was incorporated. The 
bonds are what is known as mortgage 
bonds of a railway company. 

»The legal representatives of the estate 
contended that theee bonds, being bonds 
of a corporation organised in another State, 
could not be taxed im the State of Califor- 
nia. After the assessment the State Board 
of Equalization raised the assessed value of 
all property in the city and county of San 
Francisco 20 per cent. The representatives 
of the estate also contended that the taxes 
due on this increased value made by the 
Board of Equalization was also illegal. 

“Judge Dangerfield held that the bonds 
owned by a resident in this city are part 
of the property of this State for purposes of 
revenue, and consequently were assessable 
in this State, and that inasmuch as the 
Constitution of this State provided for tax- 
ation purposes that a bond ehould be as- 
sessed a its face value the Board of Eque!- 
ization had mo power to make the raise of 
20 per cent. on such character of property 
when the assessment was made as the Con- 
stitution required at its face value. Con- 
sequently, the bonds being taxable in the 
State, the taxes thereon could not be re- 
covered by suit against the county, that 


the raise of 20 per cent. being unauthorized’ 


and in conflict with the Constitution was 
illegal. Judgment was accordingly ren- 
dered for plaintiff for the amount of the 
20 per cent. raise, about 319,000.“ 


COMMERCIAL. 


THE ORANGE BUSINESS. The commis- 
sion men who deal in oranges both here 
and in the East are criticising the actions 
of the Southern California fruit exchanges, 
and are trying to make out that the policy 
adopted by the exchanges has been a ruin- 
ous one. Such arguments are not at all 
umexpected, as the organization of these 
exchanges naturally had the effect of tak- 
ing away a large amount of business from 
the commission firms. In one of the publi- 
cations devoted to the interests of the com- 
mission business in New York the admission 
is openly. made that lafge amounts of Euro- 
pean fruit were imported to thie country 
and thrown upon the market for the pur- 
pose of knocking out the California ex- 
changes. Thie weapon of the commission 
men proved to be a good deal of a boome- 
rang, as some of the New York importers 
were very sick men before they got through 
with the season’s operations. 

The Southern California fruit. 
have undoubtedly come to stay, although to 
insure the permanency of the organization 
and good results from its working it may 
be found advisable to make a few changes 
in the personnel. 


THE BASTERN FREEZE. A circular 
issued by Burnett Bros. of Chicago, the 
wholesale dealers in fruits amd produce, 
gives some detailed information in 
to the effects of the recent frost. The cir- 
cular states that the damage done by the 
second freeze was as great as that of the 
early one. The loss in fruit is estimated 
by Barnett Bros. at 60 per cent. of the 
total crop, leaving only 40 per cent. to 
come. Cherries were ruined by this second 
freeze of the 20th and 2ist ultimo..; straw- 
berries and plums were cut off, the grapes 
west of Ohio were practically wiped out, 
and the Ohio and New York grape belt 
again ecorched. Almost the only section of 
the country from which there are encourag- 
ing reports in regard to fruit is Georgia. 
A section of western Michigan along the 
east shore of Lake Michigan, which has 
great protection from water, and gener- 
ally gets off better than most of the sur- 
rounding country. suffered severely from 
thie freeze, great damage being done to 
plums, grapes and cherries and frome to 
peaches, although of the latter fruit there 
will probably be a fair crop from this sec- 
tion. 


SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE. Much has 
been heard during the past few years on 
the subject of increasing the trade of the 
United States with the Spanish-American 
countries to the south of us in North, 
Central ana South America. Those who 
are not well informed on the subject often 
express surprise that the United States, 
which is so near to the countries men- 
tioned, being on the same continent, 
should keep so far behind Furopean na- 
tions in its trade with these people. It 
is not lack of sympathy which prevents 
the Spanish-Americans from doing busi- 
ness with the United States. Other things 
being equal, they would prefer to deal 
with this country, as their sympathies 
are all in this direction. There has even 
been talk among some of these countries 
of instituting a commercial boycott against 
some European nations in favor of the 
United States. The chief drawback to an 
extension of business between this coun- 
try and Mexico, Central and South Amer- 
ica is, as The Times has previously pointed 
out, a lack of study_of the commercial 
methods which prevail among these peo- 
ple by United States merchants. On the 
other hand the Germans and French and 
English make a careful investigation of 
the business customs of these countries, 
as they do of all other countries with 
which they have dealings, and then try 
to adopt them as far as possible. 

It is not surprising that South Amer- 
icans have a poor opinion of the United 
States and of the United States trade. 
A Southern American coffee planter re- 
cently gave the San Francisco Call some 
interesting information on this subject. 
It appears that only the poorest grade of 
coffee is sent to the United States, the 
best all going to Europe. This coffee- 
phanter. said: 

We have four grades in South Amer- 
ica, and when the coffee is picked, or 
rather sorted out by the women, the 
desperdicio, the worst, is sent to this 
Coast. Sometimes a little of the third 
grade comes here, but Europe swallows 
all the first and second grades. Have I 
the comparative amount of sacks raised 
and consumed? Yes; here we are. Now 
(nog 

000. Honduras „000, Nicaragua 75,000 
and Costa Rica 350,000; total, 1,675,000 
sacks. Of this San Francisco takes 185. 
000, New York and the East 200,000, and 
Europe 1,300,000, distributed principally at 
London, Paris and Hamburg. 

Tou hear, no doubt, a great deal about 
caracol, the round bean, the best coffee. 
Now and then a few pounds may get this 
way, but I can assure you the genuine 
article is very scarce. 

“Europe has got the South American 
trade. The Germans are cunning work- 
men, and they furnish the coffee-planters 
with the machete, which is the universal 
agricultural implement of the country. 
They make them cheaper than you can. 
They are of much inferior quality to the 
American article, but they sell all over 
the country. There is an immense reve- 
nue obtained from the sale of the 
machetes in South America. 

The planters use small safes wherein 
to keep the silver coin in which the hands 
are paid. The Germans have a monopoly 
of this business also. They make the safes 
in sections, so they can pack them on 
muleback to those regions where railways 
and even stages are unknown. Fran- 
cisco merchants have not exerted them- 


selves to secure the trade of this country. 


It is almost impossible to them to 
pack their goods properly. ry article 
that comes from Europe is so packed that 


there cannot Se any breakage. 

„We had a shipment of barbed wire and 
stoves from San Francisco once. The 
wire was dumped on top of the stoves 
without any dunnage, and the result was 
that the stoves were punched as full of 
holes as a sieve. I sent for some cases 
of wine. I begged the shipper to pack 
them well, as the landings are made on 
rough parts of the coast and the goods 
have to be dumped into lighters. The 
workmen quickly discovered t the bot- 
tles would smash, and as each lot of 
cases was hoisted banged them good and 
often, and had a bucket under the hoist 
to catch the escaping juice. So they got 
all my wine. * 

“A European shipper will send his 
barbed wire packed in burlap, and a cask 
of beer set within another caék, so no 
amount of severe bumping will affect the 
contents. There is a big field for an en- 
terprising man in South America, and I 
wish there was some way of inducing 
these men to send you better coffee,“

BIG YIELDS. The Times has always 
avoided giving special prominence to re- 
markable yields of various crops in South- 
ern California for the reason that euch 
figures are apt to mislead.a good many 
people in the Bast, even when there is no 
intention of doing so.

CHICAGO June 4.—The June crop re- 
port of the Orange Judd Farmer, pub- 
lished this week, based on data up to 
May 27, makes the average condition of 
winter wheat, 71.5, or 13 points short 
of last month, the heaviest drop in con- 
dition ever recorded in a single month.

Berth, the head of the popular Berth 
family orchestra, when questioned last 
night whether it was a fact that his 
pretty daughter Marguerite had eloped 
with a married man.

SUMMER RESORT. 


The reports which have deen coming 
from the Eastern States during the post 
few days have presented a dismal picture 
of the sufferings which residents in those 
gections have undergone owing to the ter- 
rible heat that has prevailed. It seems 
only yesterday, and in reality it ie not 
more than a couple of weeks, since the 
* wires brought news from almost every 
Section of the eastern country of severe 
freezes which had delayed traffic and in- 
terfered with business. Now unfortunate 
Easterners are undergoing the other ex- 
treme of atmosphere. In Philadelphia the 
thermometer bas been up a6 high as 105 
geg. while at many other pointe it has 
gone to 100 deg. and over. It should be 
‘remembered that such a temperature in 
‘the moist and depressing atmosphere of 
the Atlantic Coast means a very different 
thing from the same degree of heat in 
California. It is not too much to gay 
that a temperature of 80 deg. in New 
York is productive of greater discomfort 
than a temperature of 100 deg. in Cal- 
‘Wfornia. This ie owing to the fact that the 
dry air of this State permite of easy per- 
spiration, and thus the human body is kept 
Cool, after the same fashion as the water 
in au olla, through the pores of which a 


~~ certain amount of water is able to soak. ~ 


Thies terrible hot spell presents a good 
opportunity to once more emphasize for 
the benefit of our Eastern readers the 
great advantages possessed by Southern 
California as a summer residence, that is 
“to say, the portion of Southern California 
within about twenty-five or thirty miles of 
the coast. Even in the interior, where 
the thermometer climbs very high, the 


2" heat is far more beafabie than in the 


®astern States, for the reasons already 
mentioned, and sunstroke is unknown. In 
the coast region, nowever, which includes 
the city of Los Angeles, the summer cli- 
mate is as near perfect as could be de- 
eired. ‘With unfailing regularity a pleas- 
ant breeze comes in from the ocean toward 


— 11 o'clock and the nights are always cool 


enough to make a pair of bdDlankets feel 
comfortable. 

Southern California has been written up 
eufficiently as a winter resort. and its 
fame in this direction has epread all over 
the world. It is time that more should be 
said of this section as a summer resort-— 
that ie to say, as an all-the-year-round re- 
eort—for in Los Angeles there is scarcely 
& @inzle day in the year when the weather 
is not as comfortable for man and deast 
@s the pleasantest days they have east of 

the mountains. 


WOMAN AND THE BICYCLE. 


The bicycle craze is one that seems to 
have fairly seized upon the American 
people, and from it no age or class among 
us is exempt. 

There is one thing in its favor, it has 
the sanction of a great proportion of tne 
medical fraternity, who see in it, espe- 
cially for women, a large degree of 
emancipation from the habits of seden- 
tary life, the promise of better muscu- 
lar development, and more perfect health 
in the greater outdoor exercise which 
will be afforded them. 

We are inclined to see in this pastime, 
which takes a woman so much more out 
of doors into the broad and healthful 
presence of nature, an antidote against 
many of the tendencies which point in 
the direction of the new woman. It 
will make woman more content in the 
sphere ‘she has so long occupied, for it 
will take her out of herself, from her 
inclination to brood over existing or 
‘imaginary ills, place her more fully in 
touch with the life of men. and broaden 
her ideas in many ways, if she can go 
out as men do for a swift spin in the 
sunshine, leaving behind her, for the 
“ime being. all the thousand and one 
little perplexities and irritants that wear 
sO upon the nerves and make some 
women long for a different sphere than 
that of home. There is no question that 
there is, as has often been asserted, a 
lengthening of days in a proper amount 
of bicycle-riding that can never be found 
in any form of exercise practiced within 
the confines of four walls, where old-time 
conventionalities decreed that women 
should practice. Bicycle-riding is no 
longer looked upon as a fad by sensible 
people, but as a practice that will add 
immeasurably to the healthful develop- 
ment of American muscle, to the ra- 
sional enjoyment of woman and her uni- 
form good spirits. The world is coming 
into fuller recognition of the fact that 
good health is essential to the highest 
form of advancement. The nation, the 
majority of whose women are invalids. 
eannot furnish mothers like those of 
Sparta. The “new woman" that ‘he 
world needs and that it will welcome is 
mot forever brooding over the wrongs 
Gone her by “tyrant man, nor is she 
seeking emancipation from all domestic 
‘ares and duties, but she is the rosy- 
cheeked, healthful goddess who is still 
the gracious wife and mother, while she 
is brimful of physical and mental health, 
which she drinks in with her pleasur- 
able hours out of doors. She will have 
no room for the blues, no inclination to 
ewa her lot or consider herself the 
Victim of unjust legislative enactments, 
but she will be content to be the com- 


‘panion and the friend of her husband 


and the noble mother of noble men. 
We by no means claim that the bicycle 


will do all this for woman, but the 
pleasant and rational exercise that she 
finds on it is one step in the right direc- 
tion toward better physical condi- 
tions, 
life, and, as a natural result, less of 
restlessness and discontent with the 
duties Which seem to fall naturally to 
her lot. 

The moral of these observations, then, 
ladies, is this: If you have grievances to 
exploit, wrongs to right, or roars“ to 
make, dont't hire a hall, but buy a bicycle. 
See? 


WHY THEY OBJECT. 


Of course, some of the Anarchist or- 
ganizations in Chicago object to the use 
of street railway cars as mail-cars. The 
reason of such opposition is obvious. 
Cars carrying the United States mail are. 
in a sense, subject to United States reg- 
ulation and control. Interference with 
such cars, in case of a strike, would 
bring the interferers into collision with 
United States authorities. 

The vagabonds who overturn cars and 
resort to other forms of violence during 
the prevalence of strikes, naturally do 
not relish the prospect of having their 
precious “right’’ to resort to violence in- 
terfered with. They want to retain to 
themselves the precfous privilege of over- 
turning and derailing cars, of breaking 
the heads of those who do not agree with 
them, or their methods, and of inaugurat- 
ing a reign of terror so as to prevent 
better and honester men from taking the 
places which they have voluntarily aban- 
doned. 

It is for these reasons that the An- 
archist organizations of Chicago are op- 
posed to the great improvement which 
the use of street-cars as mail-cars would 
introduce. From their perverted point 
of view it would interfere with one of 
their most precious prerogatives—the 
“right” to destroy other men's property 
and to commit deadly assaults upon other 
men at their pleasure. 

It is pleasant in this connection to read 


“Trade and Labor Assembly —Pomeroy 
by name—denounced the objections to the 
use of street railway cars for mail pur- 
poses as opposition to the progress of 
civilization.”’ Mr. Pomeroy spoke the 
clear and simple truth, under rather dis- 
couraging circumstances. All honor to 
Delegate Pomeroy. 


RELIGIOUS FANATICISM. 


Cincinnati has a set of religious fanatics 
who term themselves ‘“Perfectionists.’’ 
Like the Belmont Hall section,“ their 
leader is a woman who has by some hyp- 
notic or other power, gathered about her 
some seventy people who are her devoted 
followers. The woman claims to be the 
actual personality of Christ, that she is 
wholly perfect and incapable of sin; that 
she is immortal, and that should she die 


to life after three days. 

She recently sickemed and died, and her 
deluded followers sat by her remains for 
three days, awaiting her resurrection. At 
the end of that time decomposition had 
set in and burial was a necessity. But 
the strange delusions of her followers did 
not die with her. Her sister succeeds her 
as God,“ while they still wait for her re- 
turn to life. 

It is astonishing what folly is perpe- 
trated in the name of religion, and to 
what delusions people will lend themselves 
in search of some new way to the life be- 
yond, other than that which ts laid down 
in the gospel. Fanaticism is by no means 
confined to the dark corners of the earth, 
but we have our full share right here in 
enlightened Christian America. 


The people of Riverside are setting a 
good example to cities of larger growth. 
It was informally decided some time ago 
to vote $90,000 for the improvement of 
streets and the creation of a city electric 
lighting plant. Two separate ordinances 
were drawn up, and a date fixed on which 
a vote of the people should be taken as 
to whether bonds for the amount stated 
should be issued or not.

People who work in 
that way and in the direction of progress 
are always on the right road. They will 


not be apt to owe more than they have 
cae means to pay. 


Cincinnati has had an assembly of 
Methodist clergymen, and at one of their 
gatherings they were addressed by a Jew- 
ish rabbi. The world and the religion of 
the nimeteenth century are getting on a 
better basis when Catholic and Protestant, 
Jew and Gentile, begin to fraternize. A 
half a century ago such a spirit of frater- 
nity was unknown among the followers of 
different creeds, and it really does look as 
if there were more of the spirit of Christ 
in the world today than ever before.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


Rev. Mr. Knighten's Manly Rejoin- 
der. 

LOS ANGELES, June 4, 1895,—(To the 
Editor of The Times: I have been 
greatly surprised at the construction 
placed upon my remarks made at the col- 
ored mass-meeting held in the Azusa-street 
Afrécam Methodist Episcopal Church on 
Tuesday evening, May 28. 

Rev. O. Summers, ex-chaplain of the 
Assembly of last winter, and now the pre- 
siding elder of the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church, came to my study and 
said he was on a committee to invite me 
and others to a mass-meeting of colored 


people to consider the repeal of the mar- 


riage-contract law“ and its effect upon the 
colored people, and that they wished me to 
speak. I consented. The address of Mr. 
Summers was based upon the wrongs suf- 
fered by his people in this State on ac- 
count of the unjust discrimination“ 
against the colored people. He said: My 
contention in the matter is, that so long 
as the present wording of the statute con- 
tinues, ft nullifies over 250 contract mar- 
riages which have taken place between 
white people and negroes, rendering the 
children of such couples bastards and their 
parents adulterers.’’ 

This was the central thought of the ad- 
dresses. If the case was properly under- 
stood by Mr. Summers—and he said he 
had the opinion of a number of promi- 
nent lawyers—I agreed with the speaker 
that it was an unjust law. If these 250 
couples had been married and had ac- 
cumulated property, had bad children, and 
had homes under the “contract law’’ of 
‘the State, and the law had been repealed 
and their marriage nullified, and then no 
remedy left to them but das- 
tardy and loss of inheritance, it certainly 
looks to me to be unjust. I had never 
heard of such a lew before, and do not 
know now that he is correct in his state- 
ments. If it is so, I think the State should 
correct this great wrong. 

The statement was made that 600 coupies 
had been married—Chinese and white. 
and Indians and whites. Over 300 of ‘these 
were of the latter class. These whites 
and Chinese and whites and Indians could 
be remarried and saved the disgrace that 
was left upon the colored people. 

Now if the statements are correct, it is 
a still more unjust discrimination” de- 
cause the State exalts to matrimonial) 
privileges the Chinese above the negroes, 
the latter being citizens. 

It is a new proposition to me, and the 
whole question will no doubt be brought 
before the public later on, and the peo- 
ple will do right. 


Now as to My own personal opinions on | 


— — 


the question: I have never favored ‘“‘mis- 
cegenation” or race amalgamation in word 
or thought. If any body has, in the re- 
ports, formed such an idea, they ao wot 
know me. I have never preached but 
twice to colored audiences in twenty- 
two years. I have never had them in my 
family, nor owned them as slaves, nor se- 
lected them as companions. I do not fa- 
vor the intermarriage of the races, and all 
these low insinuations about my ‘‘daugh- 
ters marrying negroes are cowardly 
thrusts sent out under assumed names 
and in anonymous letters. 

If some one who is posted on the real 
state of the case would give a legal opin- 
ion, we might all get light, and be bene- 
ted. I am willing to leave myself and 
family in the hands of my friends who 
have known me for my whole lifetime in 
this State, and my relation to every politi- 
cal, social and religious question. if I 
have any enemies, and they can extract 
the slightest pleasure out of their preju- 
dice or revenge, in impugning my motives, 
or secretly casting their slurs, let them 
proceed to enjoy! It has been and is my 
alm to do ali-the good in my power to 
everybody, everywhere, and give all the 
time I cam to the good work. Life is too 
short to spend in listening to the fault- 
finders of the world.

A Question of Flags. 


LOS ANGELES, June 4, 1895.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) In Justice Mor- 
rison’s court yesterday, an employee at 
the St. Elmo was on trial for having torn 
down an Italian flag from one of the car- 
riages in the procession of picknickers on 
Sunday morning. The reason assigned 
for the act by the young man was that 
the foreign rag was elevated above the 
American flag.

Faculty and the Graduating 
Class—Exhortation to the 


‘Embryo Physicians. 


The annual nt exerciees of 
the College of Medicine of the Univermty 
of Southern California were held last even- 
im the Los Angeles Theater. The stage 
‘was decorated with a profusion of flowers 
and plants, and formed an effective setting 
for the group of students and professors. 

The graduating class of 95 consists of 
ten memibers: Iola M. Coburn, Ralph 
Hagan, George A. Hawkins, Joseph M. 
King, Ida B. Parker, Samuel F. Smith, 
C. Frank 8. Tate, Alexander M. Tuthill, 
George B. Walrath, William H. Weston. 
The opening prayer and invocation was 
offered by Rev. Will A. Knighten and the 
address on behalf of the faculty was de- 
livered by Prof. Melvin A. Moore. Dr. 
Moore’s subject was “Hygiene,” and he 
etated at the opening that he meant only 
to touch upon such important points as 
might lead to a closer investigation of the 
subject. 

The speaker referred to the old 3 


legislation of Moses, 
cleanliness and common sense which they 
-present to the world. 

A clean city is exempt from epidemics, 
and the laws of ‘sanitation properly en- 
forced are of the utmost importance. The 
quarantine is only an adjunct to local 
sanitation, and but a broken reed to lean 
upon when used as a preventive for the 
epread of disease. 

Pure air, food and water take the evil 
at its root, and render impossible the con- 
ditions favorable to the epread of epi- 
demiiics. 
Human life is of such high value to 
the nation that the welfare of society 
should be considered rather than political 
chicanery in the appointment of officials 
in the sanitary department of the city. 
Memphis was a terrible example of the 
evil effect of negligence and uncleanliness, 
and the fearful scourge which desolated it 
required the sacrifice of thousands of lives 
in payment for the criminal blunders of in- 
competent officials.’ 

The scope of sanitation is so vast that ft 
is the very warp and woof of the good or 
evil condition of humanity., In the con- 
dition of air, water, food, clothing and 
the entire environment of the human be- 
ing lies the secret of health or disease. 
No province of legielation is of more im- 
portance than the passing of proper laws 
of health, and no laws are so difficult to 
enforce. The conditions are so complex 
in their very nature that proper sanitation 
is a problem for the wisest to consider, and 
these are often obliged to own themselves 
defeated. 

Much hes been accomplished in the last 
200 years; for exemple, the once-dreaded 
disease of smallpox has been made com- 
paratively harmiess, and it is a disgrace to 
anv community to allow it to spread into 
an epidemic. 

Other epidemic diseases are being rap- 
idly brought under control, and an out- 
break of typhold or scarlet fever should 
bring dowr the vengeance of an outraged 
people upon the officials who allow the ex- 
istence of conditions favorable to the 
spread of the disease. | 

The speaker then referred to the heavy 
responsibility which rests upon the public 
press, as it is, in a great measure, the 
molder of public opinion, and with it lies 
great power in remedying evil conditions. 
Los Angeles, representing as it does, 
the highest state of human energy and

The success of the physi- 
clan depends largely upon the individual, 
and only comes to him who, in addition 
to a thorough equipment, is watchful, dili- 
gent and progressive. 

Dr. Moore spoke in warm denunciation 
of the quacks and impostors who impose 
upon the public, and regretfully.of the 
temptation offered to honest physicians 
by the outward success of much adver- 
tised nostrums, to seek the same road to 
wealth. 

The speaker concluded with an earnest 
exhortation to the students just entering 
the world as practicing physicians, to pre- 
serve untarnished their personal and pro- 
fessional honor, and always to bear in 
mind the dignity and sacredness of their 
calling. 

Dr. W. L. Wade then presented the 
graduating class to the faculty, with a few 
remarks upon the careful preparation 
which they had undergone, and the de- 
grees were conferred by Dr. J. P. Widney, 
president of the university. 

It was an impressive sight, as the group 
of students came forward to receive their 
credentials from the hands of the vener- 
able physician, and the conferring of each 
degree in turn was greeted with hearty 
applause from the audience.

in the Fast I made a very careful stud 
of the teasens which control the bond 
markets, and I found that while any 
ponds upon which Judge Dillon had 
passed favorably could de seid without 
difficulty the general market, only 
gilt-edge municipal bonds could be dis- 
posed of in the New England special mar- 
kets where the best prices are to be ob- 
tained. The reason for this is that in 
New England the savings banks are al- 
lowed to ‘buy munieipal bonds, and as 
they only need them for a epecific pur- 

pose, they are perfectly willing to pay 4 
higher price for them than a mere spec- 
ulator, provided they are absolutely be- 
yond questicn in every way, for they are 
deposited in the vaults as cash and there 
they remain until the date of their re- 
demption. The New York market is not 
so particular or close, and there is no 
hairsplitting when bonds are offered for 
sale; but at the eame time, it being merely 
a matter of speculation, no fancy prices 
are cbtainabdle. 

“During my hort «tay in New Vork at 
least half a <dozen representatives of big 
bond dealers called upon me, and stated 
that Wille they knew of the adverse opin- 
jen of Story & Thorndyke, they were > 
fectly willing to make an offer upon them 
based on Judge Dillon’s cpimion. Having 
no authority to make a deal I, of course, 
told them that d could not do business 
with them, although they were apparently 
very anxious to close the deal then and 
there. 

“Yes, as I told the Counell the other 
day, there is a possibility of our being 
beaten in the Supreme Court, and an ad- 
verse decisicn would be very disastrous to 
the city, for we should then have to raise 
the money to the bonds as they 
become due, and this would mean a very 


market 10 in splendid condition just now, 
it is not improbable that it will receive a 
set-back within the mext three or four 
months, before which time we cannot ex- 
pect a decision from the Supreme Court. 
The reasons for this are cbvious. During 
the panic a large number or bonds were 
disposed of for cash by thoee who held 
them; but now these same people are 
gradually replacing their reserved bonds.

PASADBNA, June 4.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Pasadena is to have a unique 
building in the shape of an exact copy 
of Ramona’s home, which is to de built 
on’ Gréen street, between Raymond and 
Fair Oaks avenues, by eeveral of the local 
artists, and is to be used by them for stu- 
dio purposes. A water - color sketch of the 
proposed ‘building shows a long one-story 
structure, with smooth grayish-white sur- 
face and broad veranda.

CUTTING AFFRAY. 

H. W. Hall, a clerk in the postoffice drug 
store, was today taken in charge by the 
polite because he insisted on presenting 
himself in the store in a state resem- 
bling intoxication, but ‘which proved to 
have been caused by indulgence in the 
use of paregoric, taken to cure bim of 
dysentery.

Hall did not remain 
in his r , but returned to the store, 
and, fearthg something beside of 
bottles, and there had been some of that 
already, Dr. Hodge, finding all persuasion 
unavailing, was finally obliged to secure 
the services of an officer. Dr. Hodge says 

e told the officer to take Hall to his 

ome and retain him there, but instead 
the sick man Was taken to the City Jail 
and locked ‘up. ‘An old man who ‘has been 
hanging about the jail for the last two 
months, and was given lodging there in 
consideration of keepimg it clean, came in, 
much the worse for liquor, and was put in 
the same apartment with Hall. The old 
fellow. claims that Hall called him names 
and pulled his ‘whiskers, but what oc- 
curred cannot be definitely ascertained, for 
neither are in condition to relate it con- 
nectedly. Suffice it to say that Hall was 
found by one of the officers lying on the 
floor of the cell covered with blood and 
upon examination it was found that he 
had been fearfully gashed with a knife 
by the old man. Hall was conveyed to 
the Receiving Hospital, and, in the ab- 
sence of Dr. Hodge, Dr. McAllister was 
summoned to attend him. The wounds 
were found to be upon the face extending 
from the forehead to the chin, cutting 
through the artery beneath the eye, and 
extending entirely to the chin, and a bad 
cut on the hand. The wounds are severe. 
Hall’s escape from death was almost mi- 
raculous, as a very little deeper stab 
would have penetrated the brain. Dr. 
Prittie has been telegraphed, and will 
probably return on the next steamer. Hall 
has only been in the employ of Dr. Prit- 
tie about ten days, and has impressed all 
those who came in contact with him with 
his gentlemanly behavior and intelligence. 
Mrs. Hall is expected here tomorrow, and 
2 a perfect stranger in the commu- 
nity.

GAMBLING AND THE LAW. 

There is an ordinance upon the books of 
the dity of Pasadena, which declares in 
substance that any place within the city 
of Pasadena where games with cards, or 
dice or other device for money, checks, 
credit or any other 
value are played, conducted or carried on, 
is declared a gambling-house, and all per- 
sons are prohibited from being present at 
such places and are liable to fine or im- 
prisonmert therefor, and the lessee who 
wilfully permits the carrying on of such 
games is liable to fine or i ; 
Presuming upon the cognizance of the of- 
ficers of the law of the existence of 
gambling joints, their frequenters have 
grown exceedingly bold as time has gone 
on and no steps have been taken for their 
punishment. The community is in the 
main a law-abiding and law-respecting 
community, and supports every officer of 
the law in the performance of his duty. 
It ‘ts not enough, however, that those offi- 
cers should exercise their vigilamce alone 
upon the persons who are inalined to ride 
bicycles upon the sidewalks, or leave their 
horses unhitched, though their course in 
bringing such offenders to a proper sense 
of the necessary care for the rights of 
others involved in the violation of ordi- 
nances respecting these offenses is to be 
highly commended, and has been supported 
by the citizens. Carelessness and crime 
are nearly related, we all know, but in the 
matter of gambling, it is claimed that evi- 
dence is not obtainable. That such evi- 
dence is obtainable those who have seen 
the workings of those “joints” well un- 
derstood. Attention was called to an open 
defiance of the law in a public building in 
this city, and attention is now directed to 
a detached brick building, one story in 
height and of small dimensions, at the 
rear of Brayley’s store, where it is well 
known gambling is daily and nightly being 


carried on. The frequenters of the place, 


not content with the viciation of law, have 
also of late amused themselves by rousing 
up the drug clerks in the stores near by 
at unseasonable hours of the night and 
early morning by knocking on the rear 
doors, calling it no doubt a good joke. It 
fs not sufficient that they should de law- 
breakers, but they must make themselves 
publie nuisances as well. It is high time 
that such offenders should be taken in 
hand either by the law or by the public 
rentiment of the community, and if there 
is no other way to eliminate gambling, 
tie “enforcement committee’ talked of 
some time ago, might find these gambling 
joints a good beginning point of attack, 
and in cleaning them out, it is not im- 
Probable that they would discover viola- 
tions of other ordinances. Good citizen- 
ship certainly implies something more 
than constant praise of the attractive fea- 
tures of our town, and when plague spots 
eg-st, the pollution is more widespread 
tian the complaieant person who knows 
L.mself free from infection believes.

DED IN A ROW. 


Board of Supervisors Settle the Ar- 
rowhead Toll Road Case—

tion Will Continue. ‘ 


SAN BERNARDINO, June 4.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The school matter still 
holds its own as the chief topic of con- 
versation, the fight having changed off 
from the High School to the principal-in- 
chief of all the grammar schools, T. H. 
Kirk. His Httle controversy with one of 
the female teachers in which he admitted

that the be expelled. This brought things 
to a focus, and when his school, the largest 
grammar school in the city, assemblei af- 
ter the noon hour, it had got beyond his 
control, and the turmoil was such that he 
gent to one of the board, who promptly 
diemissed school and sent the children 
home where they could not have tuch a 
good chance to plot mischief. Some of the 
boys, however, took the half holiday for 
furthering their own plans, and scatter- 
ing out in the country began to invest in 
eggs, the older the better for their pur- 
pose, and by night had made quite a col- 
lection that they propose to use to add 
to the “eggscitement” if things don’t go 
“eggnactly” as they wish them to, by 
presenting them, one by one in rapid ro- 
tation, to the principal, and if any mecn- 
ber of the board was to get in the way 
he would be entitled to his share. This 
plan, however, has been nipped in he bud, 
for in the afternoon a caucus of the Board 
of Education was held, and Mr. Kirk with 
a number of teachers was present, where- 
upon ‘he ‘tendered his resignation, and 
will retire from the fight. 

In the evening occurred the regular 
meeting of the board, and the room was 
crowded, when down marched the scholars 
in a body bearing a petition for rettoring 
the lady discharged, Miss Ogden, back to 
her place. As the children could not get 
into the room for the crowd, a gentloman 
present took in their petition, telling them 
that Mr. Kirk had resigned, a bit of news 
that seemed to delight them, for they 
went up the street shouting and cheering 
for Miss Ogden. The board concluded not 
to touch upon the delicate subject of the 
teacher controversy, and after a short ses- 
sion, and, disposing of a few bilis, they 
adjourned, to the disgust of the crowd 
which had assembled to witness the cul- 
mination of the fight. Today the board is 
in caucus and will devote the greater part 
of the night probably to that object, and 
tomorrow evening will meet in oficial 
meeting and make public its delibera- 
tions, and probably settle the main points 
of the whole school business.

the winter rains ‘will add that much more 
to the underflow in summer when it is 
most needed, as the dam at Victor will add 
to the water supply from the underflow, 
instead of taking from it.

Town Trustees in Session—Electric 
Franchises—Other Doings. 


SANTA MONTCA, June 4.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) The Town Trustees held a 
short, harmonious session Monday night, a 
chief feature of which was the talk by 
Gen. Shermem on electric street railways, 
und the application of his company for 
franchises here in Santa Monica. The or- 
der of business was this: 

The report of the Finance Committee on 
bills presented was taken up and adopted; 
bills amaunting to $1045.60 were audited 
and ordered paid. These include monthly 
salaries and rent, with electric lights and 
street sprinkling to swell the total. 

F. Caastern’s application to be felieved 
of the operation of the fire limits ordi- 
nance in the Pacific Gardens, for the bene- 
fit of his corrugated iron building, brought 
up the question of the divided block, No. 
198, and on a 3 to 2 vote the Town Attor- 
ney was instructed to draw an ordinance 
taking the entire block out of the limits. 
When the ordimamce was presented, how- 
ever, it was referred to the Committee oa 
Ordinances by the vote of Jones, Vaw er 
and Hoth, over those of Carrillo and Lewis. 

Ordinance No. 211 was passed, requiring 
owners to clean up their lots of dead vege- 
tation and refuse matter. 

A second ordinance was also presented 
covering streets and alleys abucting upon 
lots, the owmers being required to also 
keep them clear of weeds and rubbish. The 
matter was referred to the Committee on 
Ordinances. 

An ordinance declaring public need re- 
quired the construction of a sewer system 
whose cost Will exceed the means from 
ordimary revenues was presented and went 
over to the next meeting. 

The bid of 8. Chatfleld for street sprink- 
ling et 20 cents per cart per hour was 
formally accepted, and checks accompany- 
ing other bids ordered returned. 

Surveyor James submitted his report 
upon the proposed grade of Railroad ave- 
nue to the beach. It estimates the cost 
of grading the street at $1300, and of re 
placing 168 feet of bridge No. 1 with grade, 
$300. The report was referred to the 
Street Committee. 

Bids were opened for painting the band- 
stand in the park, and went to T. W. 
Sampson at $25 for two coats. 

Ordinamces were read granting special 
privileges for twenty-three monche to the 
Pasadena and Pacific Electric Rulway 
Company for use of streets for stree: rail- 
way purposes. One of them opens to the 
line the principal streets and avenues in 
town, North and South Sides; the other 
allows the road a right of way along 
Ocean Front Park near the avenue curb. 
A motion was made to refer the ordinance 
to the Committee on Ord wances, and Sea. 
Sherman being present, was asked for an 
exposition of the purposes of the com- 
pany. He put up a smooth little philan- 
thropic talk about the manner street-rail- 
way builders have of sinking their money 
withowt profit for the sole benefit of the 
public and property-holders. He said he 
and itis associates bad asked for privileges
